Theatre Royal, Liverpool.—We were glad of an opportunity of 
seeing Mr. Marble in a character on the night of his benefit, in which he 
could display to full edvantage the peculiar excellencies of his style, and 
at the same time to congratulate the author on the most decided success 
that attended the production of the piece. It is but justice to every per- 
son engaged in: the new farce, The Stage-struck Yankee, to say that 
they acquitted themselves to admiration. Mr. Marble’s trans-atlantic 
fame has been hid in the trashy pieces he has hitherto been compelled to 
appear in. On his benefit he convinced the public that he has the right 
sort of stuff in him, only wanting the proper medium of displaying it. 
His imitations of Forrest and other American actors were most effective, 
and although he gave the broad feature of farce, it was completely di- 
vested of any thing approaching to vulgarity. Mr. Marble’s successful 
career in London and Liverpool has caused him to be inundated with ap- 


plications from most provincial managers. He proceeds from hence to‘ 


Dublin, therce to Scotland, and, after some other engagements, re- 
sumes his position on the London boards, where he is coming out in Mr. 
W.R. Markwell’s new and successful farce above alluded to, a new piece, 
by Buckstone, and also one by Bernard. These writers, we have no 
doubt, will produce such pieces as cannot fail to please Mr. Marble’s 
countrymen on his return.—Liverpool European Times. 

Suppression of thePenny Theatres.—In consequence of the chaplain 
to the House of Correction at Brixton having reported to the visiting 
justices of that prison, and to the chairman and magistrates at the Surrey 
Sessions, that in almost all the cases of the juvenile prisoners which 
have come under his observation, he has been able to trace the origin 
of their offences to their frequent visits at penny theatres, fairs, races, 
raffles, and places of a similar description, the magistrates have resolved 
to adopt means for the suppression of penny theatres. These places are 
generally the resort of thieves, prostitutes, and the worst of characters, 
who are pretty numerous on the Surrey side of the water, particularly 
in those populous neighbourhoods, the New Cut, Lambeth, and Kent- 
street, in the borough of Southwark. In these dens of infamy have been 
planned, as is well known, some of the most daring robberies and bur- 
glaries ever known in the metropolis. The entertainments provided are 
adapted to the taste of the audience, presenting, as they generally do, 
a sort of history of the most noted highwaymen, such as Jack Sheppard, 
the Life of Turpin and his Daring Exploits, the Murder of the Red 
Barn, Jonathan Wild, the Adventures of Sixteen- String Jack, Jona- 
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than Bradford, the Black Pirate, and similar pieces, which are cal” 
culated to inflame the passions and vitiate the mind. The entertainments 
invariably wind up witha robbery, murder, and execution. In order to 
abate these nuisances, the police have received instructions to visit all 
unlicensed places of theatrical exhibitions and performances, and take 
into custody both audience and performers. On conviction they will be 
subject to be punished as rogues and vagabonds by a committal to the 
House of Correction.
